Ricin Find Rattles Capitol 


Earlier tainted letter stopped before reaching White House 


WASHINGTON | Ajittery Senate faced its sec- 
ond attack with a deadly toxin in 28 months, 
this time in the form of ricin powder sent to 
Senate Majority Leader Bill Frist. Another let- 
ter containing ricin and bound for the White 
House had been intercepted in November, 
a law enforcement official disclosed. 

No illnesses were reported in either case, 
but dozens of Senate workers were being 
monitored and work in the Senate slowed 
to a crawl Tuesday. 

Health experts expressed optimism that 
casualties would be averted in the new attack. 
None of the dozens of congressional employ- 


ees who were near Frist’s office on Monday 
when the white powder was discovered was 
believed to be sick. 

The ricin-laced letter addressed to the 
White House had been detected at an offsite 
mail processing facility, the law enforcement 
official said on condition of anonymity. 

On Capitol Hill, all three Senate office 
buildings were shut Tuesday and were to be 
closed Wednesday. They could be closed the 
rest of the week. That included the Dirksen 
Senate Office Building, where the substance 


was found Monday afternoon by a worker 
in Frist’s fourth-floor mailroom. 

Frist and others said tests overnight 
showed the substance was ricin, a natural 
and potent poison made by refining castor 
beans. Frist said the ricin was active, or capa- 
ble of causing illness, but tests measuring its 
potency were incomplete. 

He said 16 potentially exposed staff 
workers had been quarantined Monday 
night and decontaminated with showers. 
But other Senate aides, including at least 
one who was quarantined, said the figure 
was 40 to 50. alan fram (ap)

Multiple wins bolster 
Mass, senator’s status 
as party front-runner 

WASHINGTON | Sen. John F. Kerry 
of Massachusetts retained his 
position as the front-runner in 
the race for the Democrats’ presi- 
dential nomination with primary 
wins in Missouri and Delaware 
last night, but North Carolina Sen. 
John Edwards won his home state’s 
Democratic primary. 

At press time, early vote returns 
and Associated Press exit polls in 
Oklahoma showed Edwards, Kerry 
and retired Army Gen. Wesley K. 
Clarklocked in a tight three-way race. 

Edwards’s victory in South 
Carolina fueled his hopes of keep- 
ing his presidential candidacy 
vibrant and slowing the momen- 
tum of Kerry, who has emerged as 
the early leader in the race to oppose 
President Bush in November. 

“You said the politics of lift- 
ing people up beats the politics 
of tearing people down,” Edwards 
told supporters at a victory rally in 
Columbia, S.C. “If the American 
people give me a shot at George 


Bush next November, I will give 
them back the White House.” 

But Kerry won the biggest 
prize of the night by easily tak- 
ing Missouri, the state with the 
most delegates at stake, as well as 
Delaware. 


After landing in Seattle, Wash., 
Kerry told reporters he was satis- 
fied with his second-place finish in 
South Carolina, which he said he 
expected. He described the results 
in Missouri as “fabulous.” 

Edwards, 50, a relative political 


neophyte who is in his first term as 
a senator, capitalized on his south- 
ern roots — he was born in South 
Carolina — to make a strong run 
in the state. 

Exit polls cited by CNN showed 
Edwards scored well among whites, 
older people, the less -educated and 
voters who called themselves mod- 
erate or conservative, the Associated 
Press reported. He won the black 
vote over Kerry by 36 percent to 
32 percent, the polls showed. New 
York activist A1 Sharpton, the 
only remaining black candidate 
in the race, won less than a fifth of 
the black vote in South Carolina, 
according to the polls. 

Edwards described South 
Carolina as a “head-to-head con- 
test [with Kerry] on who can com- 
pete in the South, who can win rural 
voters and who can do well with 
African Americans,” Washington 
Post staff writer David S. Broder 
reported from Columbia, S.C. 

At press time, television net- 
works had declared Kerry the 
winner of the Arizona primary. 
Caucuses were also held Tuesday 
in North Dakota and New Mexico.

Lieberman Ends 
White House Bid 
As Losses Mount 

WASHINGTON | Sen. Joe Lieberman, 
unable to inspire Democratic voters 
who embraced his 2000 vice presi- 
dential campaign, ended his pres- 
idential bid Tuesday night after a 
string of disappointing defeats. 

Lieberman skipped Iowa, fin- 
ished fifth in New Hampshire and 
had no chance of winning any of 
the seven contests Tuesday night. A 
senior Democratic official, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity, said 
Lieberman planned to announce his 
departure Tuesday night. 

Lieberman had hoped for a 
strong, third-place finish in New 
Hampshire to propel him into 
Tuesday’s primaries, but he ended 
up a distant fifth. The poor finish

fueled speculation, even among his 
closest supporters, that he was about 
to pull out of the race.

WASHINGTON | The White House 
struck back Tuesday at Democratic 
critics questioning President Bush’s 
record of military service at the 
height of the Vietnam War, saying 
the issue “represents the worst of 
election-year politics.” 

“It is outrageous and baseless,” 
presidential spokesman Scott 
McClellan said in response to sug- 
gestions that Bush shirked his mili- 
tary duties when he was in the Texas 
Air National Guard in 1972. 

Military service has emerged 
as an issue in the campaign for the 
White House. Sen. John Kerry, 
the front-runner in the race for 
the Democratic presidential nom- 
ination, and retired Army Gen. 
Wesley Clark are decorated veter- 
ans and remind campaign audiences 
of their service. 

Democratic National Committee 


Chairman Terry McAuliffe said Bush 
was “AWOL” during the Vietnam 
conflict, while former Sen. Max 
Cleland, D-Ga., has criticized Bush’s 
service in the Texas Air National 
Guard. Clark has criticized Bush 
for his remark chal- 
lenging enemy forces 
to “bring ’em on” ear- 
lier in postwar Iraq. 

Bush was a pilot 
in the Texas guard 
during Vietnam but 
never flew in battle. 
“Only someone who hasn’t seen war 
firsthand would ever say anything 
as fatuous as ‘bring ’em on,”’ Clark 
said earlier in the campaign. 

Responding to Bush’s critics, 
McClellan said: “The president 
fulfilled his duties. That’s why 
he was honorably discharged.”

Ricin found in Senate 
office not yet linked to 
specific piece of mail 

WASHINGTON | Federal investigators 
tried to determine Tuesday whether a 
suspicious powder identified as ricin 
by Senate Majority Leader Bill Frist 
arrived at his office through the mail. 

Frist, R-Tenn., and Capitol Police 
Chief Terrence Gainer told report- 
ers that the powdery substance was 
found in a mail-sorting area next to 
a stack of recently opened letters. 
But the substance had not initially 
been linked to a specific piece of 
mail, they said. 

The Capitol police, FBI and 
a multi-agency joint terrorism 
task force have opened a criminal 
investigation into the case. There 
were no immediate indications 
that international terrorism was

involved, although officials were 
quick to say all possibilities were 
being examined. 

One federal law enforcement 
official, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said that no extortion or 
threat letter was found in the area. 
Teams will be sent into all of the 
Senate buildings in coming days to 
collect all other unopened mail in 
offices, Gainer said. The FBI and 
other agencies also will check out 
the route a piece of mail would take 
to reach Frist’s office. 

Under existing procedures, the 


FBI would be the lead investigative 
agency in the case, with input from a 
wide range of others including post- 
al inspectors, Homeland Security 
Department and Capitol police. 

If the substance did arrive via 
the mail, it would have been irra- 
diated at a facility in New Jersey 
before it was opened under proce- 
dures adopted following the 2001 
anthrax attacks on two Senate offic- 
es. But since ricin is not a biologi- 
cal agent, it would not be affected 
by irradiation, officials said.

Still No Suspect in 2001 Anthrax Case 


Powder Found at 
Conn. Mail Plant 

WALLINGFORD, CONN. | Angry and 
frightened postal workers awaited 
test results Tuesday on a mysteri- 
ous powder found at the same mail 
distribution center where anthrax 
was discovered in 2001. 

The coarse, gray powder was 
found Monday night, leaking out 


of an envelope addressed to the 
Republican National Committee. 
It was discovered about the time 
a white powder later identified as 
the lethal poison ricin was found in 
Senate Majority Leader Bill Frist’s 
office in Washington. 

The Wallingford center remained 
open Tuesday while the powder was 
tested by the state Department of 
Public Health, and no workers were 
reported sickened, (ap) 


WASHINGTON | The FBI’s investiga- 
tion into the 2001 anthrax attacks 
has yet to produce a suspect but 
remains active after 28 months, 
focusing on trying to determine 
who could have had the expertise 
to engineer the deadly spores. 

FBI Director Robert Mueller 
is briefed each week on the prog- 
ress of the investigation, dubbed 


“Amerithrax” by the bureau. The 
FBI considers the case one of the 
most complex in its 95 -year his- 
tory. 

Anthrax-laced envelopes were 
mailed in the fall of 2001 to gov- 
ernment and news media offices, 
including those of then-Senate 
Majority Leader Tom Daschle, D- 
S.D., and Sen. Patrick Leahy, D-Vt. 


Five people died and 17 others were 
sickened in those attacks. 

The one person linked to the 
investigation by federal authori- 
ties, Dr. Steven J. Hatfill, insists 
he has nothing to do with the 
attacks and has sued the govern- 
ment for publicly identifying him as 
a “person of interest” in the probe. 
Hatfill is a former government 
scientist and bioweapons expert.

THE HAGUE I Prosecutors depict- 
ed Momcilo Krajisnik, war-time 
Bosnia’s second most powerful Serb 
politician, as a ruthless architect of 
ethnic cleansing as his long-delayed 
genocide trial began Tuesday.

China to host summit 
at end of month 
on nuclear program 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I North Korea 
said Tuesday it has agreed to six- 
nation nuclear talks starting Feb. 
25, prompting expectations that the 
countries will discuss the North’s 
offer to freeze its atomic programs 
in exchange for concessions from 
Washington. 

The announcement was a break- 
through after months of attempts 
by the United States, China, 
Russia, Japan and the two Koreas 
to restart negotiations. An earlier 
round, aimed at persuading North 
Korea to abandon its nuclear pro- 
grams, ended in August without 
much progress. 

Hours after the North’s official 
news agency, KCNA, said the reclu- 
sive Communist government had 
agreed to return to the negotiat- 
ing table, Chinese Foreign Ministry 
spokeswoman Zhang Qiyue 
announced that China would host 
the upcoming meeting. 

Zhang wouldn’t say if any of the 
sides made concessions in order for 
the talks to take place. Washington 
and North Korea had disagreed on 
ground rules for resuming the six- 
nation talks. 

The nuclear dispute flared in 
October 2002 when U.S. officials 
accused North Korea of running a 
uranium program in violation of a

Taiwan’s Leader 
Softens on China 


After fraying relations 
with mainland, Chen 
tries different tack 

TAIPEI, TAIWAN I Presenting himself 
as a peacemaker, Taiwan’s leader 
on Tuesday proposed a demili- 
tarized zone, special envoys and 
liaison offices with China — this 
democratic island’s biggest secu- 
rity threat. 

President Chen Shui-bian made 
his case during his first news con- 
ference in more than three years, 
and he linked his latest proposals 
to his much- criticized call for a his- 
torical March 20 referendum that 
deals with China relations. 

The referendum would ask vot- 
ers whether China should remove 
500 short-range missiles point- 
ed at the island. But Beijing and 
Washington fear it could lead to a 
separate vote on whether Taiwan 


should seek permanent, formal 
independence from China. 

Taiwan split from China in 1949 
when the Communists took over the 
mainland. Beijing has repeatedly 
threatened to use force to take over 
the island, just 100 miles off the 
mainland’s coast. 

Chen’s proposal for envoys, 
liaison offices and 
a DMZ would be 
difficult to carry 
out as long as peace 
talks continue to 
be blocked by long- 
standing disputes 
over Taiwan’s poli- 
tical status. Representatives from 
both sides haven’t met in five 
years. 

Chinese leaders have insisted 
that before discussions or formal 
cooperation begins, Taiwan must 
agree that it’s an inseparable part

Peres says Labor will

JERUSALEM I The opposition Labor 
Party said Tuesday it will back 
Prime Minister Ariel Sharon’s 
plan to dismantle Jewish settle- 
ments in Gaza, assuring him of 
a parliamentary majority even if 
ultranationalists quit his coali- 
tion in protest. 

Sharon said Tuesday he is deter- 
mined to go ahead with his surprise 
plan, announced Monday, to remove 
17 settlements in Gaza.

Thomas J. Boykin, 18, turned 
himself in at the headquarters of the 
District of Columbia Metropolitan 
Police Department, accompanied by 
a public defender, said MPD spokes- 
man Sgt. Joe Gentile. A 17-year- old 
wanted for questioning in the case 
also surrendered Tuesday, accord- 
ing to Gentile. 

Boykin was charged in the shoot- 
ing death of James Richardson, 17, 
a Ballou High School student who 
died after being shot several times 
in the chest in a hallway near the 
school cafeteria on Monday. An 
18 -year-old student suffered a leg 
wound in the shooting and was 


hospitalized. 

Boykin was scheduled to be 
arraigned Wednesday in D.C. 
Superior Court. 

Investigators said the gun was 
likely smuggled into the Southeast 
Washington school through one 
of the many doors lacking metal 
detectors. 

Also Tuesday, police trying 
to make a routine traffic stop in 
Southeast Washington caught a 
heavily armed 14 -year- old who 
they said was from the same street 
as Richardson. 

The unidentified boy allegedly 
had a fully loaded Mac-11 machine 
gun in the front pouch of his sweat 
shirt and a loaded semiautomatic 
handgun in a sweat shirt pocket. 

Police said it was unclear wheth- 
er the teen was connected to the 
Richardson killing, which they 
believe was the result of a feud 
between rival groups of young

ImClone stock selling 
spree triggered call by 
stockbrokers assistant 

NEW YORK I The government’s star 
witness against home decorating 
magnate Martha Stewart testified 
Tuesday that Stewart’s stockbroker 
ordered him to pass an ImClone 
Systems stock tip to Stewart just 
before she dumped her shares in 
the company. 

Douglas Faneuil, a former assis- 
tant at Merrill Lynch, testified that 
broker Peter Bacanovic ordered him 
on Dec. 27, 2001, to alert Stewart 
that the family of ImClone Systems 
founder Sam Waksal was trying to 
sell its shares. 

Stewart and Bacanovic are 
accused of lying to investigators 
about why Stewart sold her ImClone 
shares just before bad news about 
the company’s new cancer drug sent 


the stock tumbling. 

Faneuil, 28, said asked Bacanovic 
whether passing such a tip would 
be appropriate. 

“Of course. You must. That’s the 
whole point,” he said Bacanovic 
replied. 

Faneuil described a hectic morn- 
ing in which he fielded calls from 
Waksal’s accountant and both of 
Waksal’s daughters, all ordering 
him to sell the family’s ImClone 
shares immediately. 

Waksal later admitted he had 
advance word of a negative govern- 
ment report on an ImClone drug that 
would send the stock tumbling. 

Faneuil said he told Bacanovic 
about the Waksals’ selling spree. 
He said Bacanovic blurted: “Oh 
my God, get Martha on the phone.”

Q l have a hard time understand- 
ing the logic of ‘’over limit” 
charges on credit cards. 

I had a card with a $500 limit. I 
wanted the low limit to prevent me 
from running up a big bill. One month, 
the account got up to $525 and I was 
billed the over-limit fee. I asked the 
credit card company why it didn’t just 
decline the purchase. Isn’t that what 
a limit is for? 

A Here is yet another example 
of why you, and not a credit 
card company, should be in charge 
of managing your finances. 

You tried to put an external curb 
on your spending, and it didn’t work. 
Your plan failed because the “cop” 
that was supposed to stop you has 
an incentive to keep you spending. 
Lenders have learned that they can 
make a lot of money by letting you 
run over your limit and then charg- 
ing you fees for the privilege. 

However you choose to keep track 
of your spending, you should make 
sure that you never comes close to 
your credit limit. It’s not just over- 
limit charges you have to watch for: 
Maxing out your cards hurts your 
credit score and can trigger higher 
interest rates on all your credit cards 
— not just the one you’ve overload- 
ed. Smart consumers never charge 
more than 50 percent of their limits.

Drugstore giant a 
behind-the-scenes 
force in state politics 

PROVIDENCE, R.l. I From the 
University of Rhode Island’s spar- 
kling new Ryan Center, named after 
CVS’s top executive, to the familiar 
red signs that dot the landscape, the 
drugstore chain is a clear economic 
force in the smallest state. 

Yet CVS’s behind-the-scenes polit- 
ical clout maybe even stronger. 

A furor has erupted over the recent 
disclosure that CVS — Rhode Island’s 
largest private employer — had secret 
business dealings with lawmakers. 

The uproar has spurred the res- 
ignation of the state Senate presi- 
dent and led to an investigation. 

CVS has had secret dealings with 
Senate President William Irons and 
Sen. John Celona, who was chairman 
of a health care committee. 

Irons received $70,000 in com- 
missions over two years as the bro- 
ker on a CVS employee health-

insurance policy. 

And Celona acknowledged he 
was paid $1,000 a month by CVS 
as a consultant when a bill opposed 
by CVS died in his committee. The 
bill would have relaxed the exclusive 
relationship Blue Cross-Blue Shield 
has with CVS, allowing patients to 
get their medications elsewhere. 

Because Rhode Island lawmak- 
ers are part time, they are not barred

Texas Tech Reprimands Coach Knight

Defense seeks suppression of interview, T-shirt 


EAGLE, COLO. I Hammering at the 
work of police interrogators, defense 
attorneys urged a judge Tuesday to 
bar Kobe Bryant’s secretly recorded 
police statement and physical evi- 
dence, including a bloodstained T- 
shirt, from the NBA star’s upcom- 
ing rape trial. 

Prosecutors fought back, saying 
sheriff’s investigators did nothing 
without Bryant’s consent. 

The clash was one of the fierc- 
est yet in the series of pretrial hear- 
ings that will help determine what 
evidence is admitted when the Los 
Angeles Lakers star is tried on fel- 


ony sexual assault. 

Bryant, 25, says he had consensual 
sex with the woman. He faces four 
years to life in prison or 20 years to 
life on probation if he is convicted. 

Under sharp questions from the 
defense, lead investigator Doug 
Winters acknowledged Bryant was 
subjected to a hospital examination 
in violation of state law. 

Defense attorney Hal Haddon 
said the law calls for hair, fibers and 
other “non-testimonial evidence” to 
be obtained during daylight hours. 
Bryant’s hospital exam was per- 
formed before dawn July 2. 


Winters’s testimony covered what 
happened before and after Bryant’s 
75 -minute interview with investiga- 
tors in his room at the Lodge & Spa 
at Cordillera. State District Judge 
Terry Ruckriegle said the interview 
itself will be discussed behind closed 
doors because the material could 
harm Bryant’s right to a fair trial. 

Legal experts said the judge will 
probably not throw out Bryant’s state- 
ments and the physical evidence. To 
suppress evidence, a judge has to 
determine there was a clear viola- 
tion of a constitutional right or an 
intentional violation of a rule or 
law, attorney David Lugert said.

against your urges,” Mercer said, 
maybe settling for corn skiing (off- 
peak season snow that has melt- 
ed and refrozen) at a fancy resort 
rather than paying top dollar in 
high season.

Air security has made for nerve- 
racking headlines lately. But here’s 
the day-to-day reality: For the typ- 
ical traveler running the security 
gantlet at U.S. airports, little has 
changed in the last year. If any- 
thing, the process has become 
easier, observers and frequent 
travelers say. 

You may still languish in a secu- 
rity line or two during busy times, 
especially at major hub airports 
such as Los Angeles, Hartsfield-

Jackson in Atlanta and O’Hare in 
Chicago. But the hours-long delays 
seem to have passed. 

During the recent holidays, the 
security system passed a big test, 
surprising skeptics. Despite a high 
nationwide security alert declared 
before Christmas and the most air 
traffic in two years, passengers wait- 
ed, on average, less than 10 min- 
utes to get through security check- 
points at most airports, according 
to the Transportation Security 
Administration. 

“It’s getting a little more effi- 
cient,” David Stempler, president of 
the Air Travelers Association, said 
of the security process. “People are 
getting to know their jobs better. . . . 
There’s more uniformity.” 

Terry Trippler, air traveler advo- 
cate for www.cheapseats.com, 


attributed much of the improvement 
to passengers. “The biggest change, 
without a doubt, is the air traveler, 
who is much more educated, much 
more cooperative,” he said. 

After more than two years of 
stepped-up security, savvy pas- 
sengers often arrive at checkpoints, 
belts and shoes in hand, with no 
forbidden items in their carry-ons 
— or at least fewer of them. With 
fewer secondary searches, lines 
move faster. 

Not every flier is clued-in or 
well-intentioned, of course. The TSA 
found more than 6 million prohib- 
ited items at screening checkpoints 
last year, including nearly 2 mil- 
lion knives, officials say.

The Cure aren’t 
completely over it 

COMEBACKS I Scrub away the teased- 
and- sprayed fright wig, the heavy 
black mascara, pasty-white pow- 
der and the blood-red lipstick, and 
what’s left? The clever, memorable 
music of prolific songwriter Robert 
Smith, better known as the master- 
mind behind The Cure. 

Though The Cure has made 
impressively varied music since 
1978, the British Goth-pop leg- 
ends have never really received 
the attention they deserved on 
this side of the Atlantic. That is 
about to change. 

There’s an album due in the 
spring and very probably a tour. 
There’s the use of “Pictures of You” 
in the omnipresent Hewlett-Packard 
commercial. There’s Smith singing 
on Blink-182’s new album. And 
there’s the success of Cure -influ- 
enced bands like Brand New. 

And most impressively, the 
band’s new box set “Join the Dots” 
(Elektra/Aslyum), which collects 70 
B-sides and rarities that sound as 
ambitious and powerful as other 
bands’ greatest hits. 

Broken into four CDs spanning 
the band’s 25 -year career chrono- 
logically, “Join the Dots” shows how 
serious Smith was at the outset to

make The Cure’s B-sides as catchy 
as its singles. The first CD is the most 
diverse, following the band through 
its breakthrough as a punkish upstart 
— clear in songs like “10 :15 Saturday 
Night” and “Plastic Passion” — into 
its dominance of jangly new wave, 
seen in “The Exploding Boy” and 
“A Man Inside My Mouth,” which 
pushed The Cure to the top of the 
British charts. 

The songs become more conven- 
tional, but no less interesting, offer- 
ing alternate versions of shoulda- 
been smashes like “Wrong Number” 
and the recent “Maybe Someday,” 
as well as “Just Like Heaven.” 

That doesn’t mean, however, 
that The Cure holds back on the 
surprises on “Join the Dots.” “Do 
the Hansa” is a giddy, nonsensical 
delight. “A Few Hours After This,” 
with its majestic synths and dime- 
store tambourine, shows how The 
Cure could make its tales of love 
sound oh-so-grand while main- 
taining a sense of humor. 

The Cure’s cover versions offer 
cool new ways to look at rock clas- 
sics. The band’s “Young Americans” 
turns David Bowie’s model of sleek, 
blue- eyed soul into a squonky, lov- 
able tangle of horns and synthesizer 
sounds. It turns The Doors’ “Hello, 
I Love You” into a delirious laugh- 
riot, while staying remarkably true 
to Jimi Hendrix’s “Purple Haze.”

Attack Politics 



‘Sorry’ seems to be 
the hardest word for 
gadfly Michael Moore 

MUCKRACKINGI Michael Moore isn’t 
the apologetic type. 

Any regrets over proclaiming to 
millions around the world during last 
year’s Academy Awards ceremony 
that George W. Bush was a “ficti- 
tious president ... sending us to war 
for fictitious reasons”? No way. 

But the crusading author and 
filmmaker does have a small con- 
fession: That rip-roaring accep- 
tance speech after his “Bowling 
for Columbine” won the Oscar for 
best documentary almost went 
undelivered. 

“Every bone in my body wanted 
to just thank them, blow them a kiss 
and walk off the stage,” Moore con- 
fided. “This was my night!” With 
his bespectacled, bearded face, tou- 
sled brown hair flecked with gray, 
jeans-and-baseball-cap ensemble 
and pudgy build, he’ll never be mis- 
taken for a Hollywood hunk. 

But this formerly obscure, muck- 
raking journalist has become an 
international celebrity and a laud- 
ed one, with two best-selling books 
and an Oscar-winning film in the 
same year. 

Now he’s working on another 
film, “Fahrenheit 9-11,” due for 
release late this summer. As the title 
implies, the subject is terrorism. 

It will feature Moore on anoth- 
er quest for answers to troubling 
questions. 

“You know the question a lot of 
people were asking after Sept. 11 — 
Why do they hate us?’ The ques- 
tion I want to ask is, Why don’t 
they hate us?’ — and then take my 
camera around the world a bit and 


show what’s done in our name,” 
Moore said. 

Terrorism is wrong, he says. 
But when he has finished catalog- 
ing misdeeds by the U.S. govern- 
ment and corporations, viewers 
will feel lucky their country hasn’t 
drawn more attacks. 

And why, he continues, are 
Americans so obsessed with terror- 
ism? Sept. 11 was horrific. But the 
typical citizen has almost no chance 
of encountering terrorists. 


He accuses the Bush adminis- 
tration of exaggerating the danger 
to frighten voters into giving the 
president another term. 

Such gloves -off rhetoric is one 
reason why Moore’s critics don’t 
get the joke. But without humor, 
he maintains, his books and produc- 
tions would be simply depressing. 
He wants audiences to come away 
entertained but hopping mad, ask- 
ing themselves, “What am I going to

ROAD TEST I The Honda Civic dates 
back to 1973 in the United States. 

But this plucky car continues 
to win over buyers and was the 
only compact auto to rank among 
the 10 best sellers in the country 
last year. 

For the 2004 model year, the 
Civic is freshened on the outside, 
with new front and rear bumpers, 
hood, headlights and grille. 

There’s more sound insulation, 
to reduce noise inside the car, and 
stereo speakers are upgraded for 
better sound. 

Pricing remains affordable in 
Honda’s lowest-priced vehicle. 
Starting manufacturer’s suggest- 
ed retail price, including destina- 


tion charge, is $13,900 for a Civic 
coupe and $13,500 for a 2004 Civic 
sedan. There’s even a gasoline- elec- 
tric Civic Hybrid sedan which starts 
at $20,140. 


The test car was an uplevel EX 
coupe. 

The five -speed manual shift- 
er and clutch pedal in the tester 
didn’t need a lot of force to oper- 


ate. There were muted shock points 
in the shifter, and there was a sat- 
isfying feel in moving through the 
Civic’s gears. 

Acceleration was brisk — the car

was peppy enough that I could dart 
around stopped traffic easily. Yet, 
fuel economy for this EX coupe is 
commendable at 32 miles per gal- 
lon in the city and 37 mpg on the 
highway.

Leases Make a Comeback 


CAR OWNERSHIP I A fading trend in 
recent years because of price incen- 
tives for car buyers and big losses 
for banks and automakers, the new 
car lease is expected to regain pop- 
ularity this year. 

Rising interest rates and a drop 
in the numbers of low-mileage used 
cars should help more customers 
decide to lease. 

For dealers, leasing is attractive 


because a leased vehicle counts the 
same as a sale in terms of profit. 
And a customer who chooses a two- 
or three -year lease is going to be 
back in the showroom before some- 
one who opts to buy a car using a 
loan with a term of four, five or 
even six years. 

“Inexpensive interest has lent 
itself to the retail side in the past 
few years,” said James T. Botsacos, 


president of James Toyota and 
Hummer. “But leasing is good. It 
creates a shorter buying cycle and 
it’s advantageous for a lot of cus- 
tomers.” 

Leasing exploded in the 1990s, 
when automakers saw it as a way 
to improve profits and ensure a 
steady stream of repeat business 
while lowering monthly payments

Designer Imposters

What does it mean 
when Volkswagen, 
even Kia, go luxe? 

LUXURY CARS I Academia’s timber 
mills are turning out a great many 
woody opuses about luxury and its 
discontents. 

Unfortunately, as fast as those 
books can come out, they are 
eclipsed by events on the ground. 
I would argue that we now live in 
a post-luxury culture. Particularly 
in the automobile market, the code 
that consumers have long relied on 
to convey meaning about a high- 
end product and the person who 
buys it — the nameplate, the brand 
name, the designer label — is no 
longer operative. 

This month, Volkswagen will 
begin selling a car for $100,000 


— the Phaeton W12 — and the 
hapless South Korean carmaker 
Kia will step into the ring via the 
KiaAmanti. 

I’ve spent a couple of weeks with 
those vehicles, and the experience 


has left me questioning the semi- 
otics of luxury. 

The $100,000, dozen-cylin- 
der Phaeton W12 draws a bead 
on VW’s traditional customers and 
shoots wildly over their heads. The 


nameplate, which built a hump- 
backed empire with many funky 
and servile vehicles, is now aim- 
ing for executives who buy Audis 
and BMWs. 

Who would spend 100 large on 
a VW? It remains to be seen, but 
apparently VW’s futurists think 
they are out there. I haven’t driv- 
en the W12, but I have driven the 
V8 -powered Phaeton and it is a 
stunning automobile, a mighty 
dreadnaught with 325-horse- 
power, all- wheel- drive, six- speed 
transmission and 18 -way power 
adjustable driver seats. The entire 
car seems driven by a kind of super- 
numerary excess. 

But before potential buyers can 
enjoy it, they must part with the 
fiction that the brand name means 
anything. 

Kia, a South Korean corporate 
holding of Hyundai, is up to its eye- 
balls in debt and came in dead last 
in J.D. Power’s vehicle dependabil- 
ity study in 2003. So, naturally, it 
is launching an entry-luxury car in 
the United States. 


Our test Amanti was priced 
at $28,810, including delivery, 
and came kitted out with leather 
upholstery and very convincing 
faux wood trim. 

On the mechanical side, the 
front-wheel- drive Amanti is pow- 
ered by a 3.5-liter, 200-horse- 
power V6 and equipped with a 
five -speed automatic with manu- 
al shift and four-wheel discs with 
anti-lock brake assist, electronic 
brake force distribution, traction 
control and optional stability con- 
trol systems. 

This $29,000 sedan gets most 
of the luxury rhetoric right. All Kia 
needs is time and buyers. 

With luxury car companies 
stooping to conquer more low-price 
segments and once -proud name- 
plates caving in on core principles, 
the very idea of branding — and 
branding as an idea — has fallen 
on hard times. 

This makes the luxury market 
more porous than ever, giving com- 
panies like VW and Kia opportuni- 
ties to filter up. dan neil (l.a. times)

My Mercedes ML320 came with 
“transmission fluid for life.” What 
does it mean and how often would 
you change it? I drive about 12,000 
miles a year. 

Mercedes and several other 
manufacturers just love the 
phrase “transmission fluid for life.” 
Ooohhhh Lord. There are a couple, 
such as some BMWs, that actually 
use a hydraulic fluid in their trans- 
missions. In those instances we rec- 
ommend 100,000 -mile service. I 
think you’ll find your ML uses con- 
ventional Dexron-based fluid. In 
those situations, the generic rec- 
ommendation is every two years 
or 24,000 miles. 


I used Armor All on the dashboard 
of my Accord. I thought I applied it 
evenly, but it spotted. Now, every 
time I try to even it out, I make mat- 
ters worse. What should I use and 
was Armor All a mistake? 

It wasn’t a mistake. It was an 
enormous mistake. Never put any- 
thing on a dash that makes it shiny. 
Among other things, this can be very 
dangerous as it causes a reflection 
in the windshield. Use a quality 
vehicle interior cleaner to remove 
the Armor All, and then leave the 
dash alone. 

I’ve been having problems both 
unlocking my car door and turn- 
ing the ignition when it’s really cold 
outside. Help? 

Usually treating the locks with 
a graphite lock lubricant will do 
the trick. I use Lock Eez. It’s avail- 
able in both liquid (spray and 
non- spray) and powder form, and 
is available in most hardware and 
auto parts stores. You should use 
Lock Eez twice yearly on all locks 
on the car.

School Safety

DR. PAMELA RILEY, executive director 
of the non-profit National Association 
of Students Against Violence 
Everywhere, was online Tuesday to dis- 
cuss school safety and security. 


What are your thoughts on the dif- 
ferences in urban and suburban 
school violence, and the challenges 
administrators face in each situa- 
tion to provide security? 

The biggest myth is that “it 
can’t happen here.” The likelihood 
of a violent incident occurring in 
a school is less than one in a mil- 
lion, but playing the odds is no 
way to make schools safer. There 
are specific strategies that schools 
have employed for safety across 
the board, but schools must also 
assess their specific needs and 
prepare accordingly. 

It seems the Youth Gang Task 
Force had recommended that the 
boy killed in Monday’s shooting at 
Ballou High School in D.C. be trans- 
ferred to another school. Do trans- 
fers reduce the threat of violence? 
What should have happened here? 

In many communities across the 
country, alternative placements are 
working to help individual kids and 
make the school environments safer. 
We know that incidents of targeted 
violence at school are rarely sudden 
or impulsive acts. The Youth Gang 
Task Force was working on the situ- 
ation, but it was not in time. 

However, these incidents sent 
messages to other students that 
they must be responsible for their 
actions. As more facts are known, 
it will be easier to assess the actions 
taken or not taken. 

Doesn’t this just filter down to the 
question of whether the country 
needs tougher gun laws? 

I do not think that we can legis- 
late all the bad from the world. We 
must build young people who can 
make wise decisions and solve prob- 
lems no matter what the “bad” might 
be with which they are dealing.
